He pointed out that sugar was sell- 
iug for l l cents a pound last August 
and that it would have advanced to 20 
cents a pound, with the world short­ 
age sis a stimulus, had not tile food 
administration secured the co-opera­ 
tion of the refiners and wholesalers 
and fixed a sugar price that today en­ 
ables housewives to buy sugar at from 
8% to 9 cents a pound. 
Every I cent raise In sugar from 
September I to January I means $18,- 
000,000 to the American consumer,” 
Mr. Hoover said.

It is a fact corn millers will verify 
that dozens of the large American bak ­ 
ers have been successfully using a com 
flour in bread mak ing for several 
years. 
Hominy grits, served at break fast 
with a poached egg, or eaten at any 
other meal with meats or gravy, is an­ 
other nse of cora that will become un­ 
usually popular during the war. 
Cora syrup to sweeten cora cak es, 
and corn oil for use in all k inds of 
cook ing, are two more products that 
are already welcomed in thousands of 
American homes.

We have 
forfeited wholesalers’ licenses In ag­ 
gravated cases, and we have issued 
warnings to first offenders in a great 
many instances through our local ad­ 
ministrators.” 
Effect o n Military Situatio n. 
American sugar stock s could be fill 
ed to normal very soon if ships could 
be sent to Java, where 250,000 tons of 
sugar is waiting for shipment. 
But 
the shipping situation Is so acute that 
the nation cannot spare the eleven 
ships needed to transport this sugar. 
It would tak e the boats one year to 
haul 250,000 tons. 
In the same time 
they could be used for transporting 
200.000 soldiers to France. 
The food administration believes 
that the American public will diminish 
its sugar consumption by IO or 15 per 
cent, when it is made clear that such 
sugar saving Is a patriotic act and 
when it is understood that there are 
plenty of sweeteners available to tak e 
the place of sugar, such as honey or 
corn syrup. 
Why Sho rtage Ex ists. 
The three great sugar producing cen­ 
ters of the world are Germany, the 
West and East Indies. German sugar 
is, of course, used at home. The East 
Indian sugar is unavailable because o f 
the ship shortage. 
While U boats made big Inroads en 
the world s shipping, France and Italy 
ceased to be self sustaining in sugar 
manufacture. 
England in the mean­ 
time was cut off from German sugar— 
1.400.000 tons a year—because of the 
war. The result has been that the al­ 
lied nations have been forced to turn 
to America and the 
West ladies for 
their sugar.

It ie probable th at Europe for many 
years after the w ar will look to a 
great extent to America for its m eat 
supply. 


Europe’s herds are dwindling under 
w ar’s demands faster than they can be 
replenished. 
W hen the German arm ies retired 
from occupied portions of France and 
Belgium approxim ately 1,800,000 head 
of cattle were appropriated. 
This ad­ 
dition virtually safeguarded Germany 
from cattle shortage other nations now 
suffer. 
In England some 2,400,000 acres of 
grass lands have by compulsory m eas­ 
ures been forced into grain production, 
thus reducing pasturage and hay lands. 
A declining scale of maximum m eat 
prices for live cattle w as ordained in 
England, as follow s: For September, 
$17.76 per hundred pounds; October, 
$17.28; 
November 
and 
December, 
$16.08, and for January, $14.40. 
The 
evident Intent of this m easure was to 
drive the b e e f'anim als into m arket as 
soon as possible. 
According to official French figures, 
the cattle of France have decreased to 
a total of 12,341,900 as compared with 
14,807,000 in 1913. Today, due to lack 
of forage principally, France is pro­ 
ducing only one gallon of milk where 
before the w ar two and one-half gal­ 
lons were produced. 
M eantime the United States food ad­ 
m inistration has taken steps to con­ 
serve our flocks and herds and to in­ 
crease their numbers. The stock breed­ 
ers of this country show a disposition 
to co-operate w ith the governm ent in 
this. 
For m any years it has been a prac­ 
tice among m any of the dairy people 
of this country to kill m ale calves at 
birth and in many instances the fe­ 
males if not needed to replenish their 
herds rath er than go to the expense of 
m aturing them into veaL 
The high 
prices of m eat caused the virtual dis­ 
continuance of this killing. 
Another 
encouraging fact I* 75 per c e n t of 
calves killed for veal this year were 
males. 
Somebody has very aptly said that 
the wars of the world have been won 
with grease, m eaning th a t bacon and 
lard have been as essential to success 
in w ar as powder, which is true. 
The hogs of Europe have been very 
greatly sacrificed to present day needs. 
This makes the American burden all 
the more heavy and m akes doubly es­ 
sential an increased pork production 
in this nation. 
In Italy grain is now 
forbidden to be fed to hogs. 
In Den­ 
m ark under a recent order one-fourth 
of the hogs were ordered to be killed. 
It is estim ated th at one-half have now 
been killed.

• To ascertain the correct answ er to 
these questions in the Individual case 
would involve an am ount of figuring 
which it Is hardly likely th at the ordi­ 
nary woman would care to undertake. 
Obviously the amount of food varies 
with the kind of work th at the person 
does, and children require a somewhat 
different ration* more abundant in 
some respects and less abundant in 
others, than adults.

In Farmers* Bulletin 808, “How to 
Select Foods,* the following m aterials 
are suggested as one of the many com­ 
binations suitable for a day’s ration for 
a family consisting of a m an and a 
woman who do moderately har'd mus­ 
cular work, and of three children be­ 
tween three and twelve years o ld : 
Four and one-half pounds of bread, 
having the same food value as three 
pounds of wheat or rye flour, oatmeal, 
cornmeal or hominy, or rice; or about 
2% pounds of cereals and five or six 
medium-sized potatoes. 
IThree-fourths cupful of fa t (butter 
or blitter with oil, beef drippings or 
other fa t)—a weekly allowance of 2% 
to 3 pounds. 
A little more than one cupful of 
sugar, or a weekly allowance of four 
pounds; or an equivalent am ount of 
some other sweet. 
Four pounds in all of fresh fruits 
and fresh or root vegetables. 
One of the two following, the choice 
depending on the age of the children; 
Three quarts of milk and one pound 
of other foods taken from the m eat 
and m eat-snhstitute group. 
Two quarts of milk and 1% pounds 
of other foods taken from the m eat 
and m eat-substitute group. 
In these m aterials bread and other 
preparations of cereals play an impor­ 
tant part. This is because such foods 
are wholesome and economical, wheth­ 
er the cereal is nsed as a breakfast 
dish, as flour or m eal in bread and 
calces, or in other ways. 
An equally 
nourishing and wholesome diet might 
Ve planned which would contain less 
cereal, hut this would make it neces­ 
sary to increase the amount of more 
costly foods, such as m eats, fruits, 
vegetables and sweets. To m ake a ra­ 
tion in which cereals play such an im­ 
portant p art attractive, however, it is 
necessary th at they be prepared with 
care and with the exercise of some in­ 
genuity to secure variety in flavor. For 
example, rice, macaroni and hominy 
can often be made more appetizing and 
nutritious by combining with them 
small amounts of m aterials which have 


more distinctive flavors. Among these 
are m eat and cheese, and onions, to­ 
mato and other seasoning vegetables. 
As an illustration of the way in . 
which the m aterials already mentioned 
m ay be utilized for a fam ily’s daily 
meals, the bulletin suggests the follow­ 
ing combinations. Chese, it is pointed 
out, are merely suggestions, and other 
equally nutritious and economical com­ 
binations may be made which seem 
more attractive to the individual’s 
tastes. 
Sample Meals for a Family. 
(Man, woman and three small chil­ 
dren.) 
BREAKFAST. 
F ruit, 1% pounds of fresh fruit 
(equivalent to three medium-sized or­ 
anges, five small apples, or a quart box 
of straw berries), .o f three or four 
ounces of dried fruits (equivalent to 
ten or twelve dates or four or five figs). 
Cereal breakfast food, four ounces 
before being cooked, or about 1% pints 
after it is cooked. 
The equivalent in 
food value in puffed or flaked, ready- 
to-eat cereals would be five or six cup­ 
fuls. 
Milk on cereal, one-fourth cupful for 
each person. 
Sugar on fruit, on cereal, or in cof­ 
fee, 2% level tablespoonfuls or 1% 
ounces. 
Bread, eight slices, or eight ounces. 
Butter, 1*4 ounces, or 2% cubic 
inches. 
An egg or twTo ounces of meat, fish 
or poultry for each older person, and 
a glass of milk for each young child. 
DINNER. 
Meat, or fish, one-fourth pound per 
grown person; or, for each child, an 
egg or a glass of milk. 
Potatoes (five medium sized), I % 
pounds. 
Another vegetable (turnips, spinach, 
corn, cauliflower, or other), one pound. 
Bread, eight slices, or eight ounces. 
B utter, 1*4 ounces, or 2 ^ cubic 
inches. 
Steamed apple (or other fruit) pud­ 
ding. (Ingredients: ffwo cupfuls flour, 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
butter, 
three- 
fourths cupful milk, four apples, one 
tablespoonful sugar.) 
Sauce. 
(Ingredients: One-half cup­ 
ful sugar, 1% tablespoonfuls flour, two 
teaspoonfuls blitter, one-fourth cupful 
water, flavoring.) 
SUPPER. 
A gravy made out of one pint of 
ekimmilk, one-fourth cupful flour, two 
level teaspoonfuls butter and four 
ounces salt or smoked fish (just enough 
for flavor). To this can be added the 
egg yolk left from the frosting of the 
cake. 
(See below7.) 
Rice, eight ounces, or one cupful, 
m easured before being cooked. 
Bread, eight slices, or eight ounces. 
Butter, 1^4 ounces, or 2Vj cubic 
inches. 
One-half of a cake. (Ingredients for 
whole cake: One-fourth cupful butter, 
one-half cupful sugar, one egg, one-half 
cupful milk, 1% cupfuls flour, 2*& tea­ 
spoonfuls baking powder.) 
Frosting made with one egg white 
and one-fourth cupful sugar.

Today, due to lack 
of forage principally,, France is pro- 
ducing only one gallon of milk where 
before the war two and one-half gal- 
lons were produced. 


Meantime the United States food ad- 


ministration has taken- steps to con- 
serve our flocks and herds and,to in- 
crease their numbers. The stock breed- 
ers of this'country show a'disposition 
to co-operate with the government in 
this.

tice among many of the dairy people 
of this country to kill* male calves at 
birth and in many instances* the fe- 
males if not needed to replenish'their 
herds rather than go to the expense of 
maturing them Into veaL' -The high 
prjces brmeat caused the virtual dis-f 
continuance of this killing?
